In the 30s, a spread-the-work 
doctrine was applied largely un­ 
der the influence of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor. The 
idea was to slow up the auto­ 
matic processes so that more in­ 
dividuals would have jobs. This 
developed a system of limited 
production called 
“ featherbed­ 
ding.” which, whatever its jus­ 
tification in the 1930s, is a men­ 
ace to the United States today. 
For instance, one of the prin­ 
cipal reasons for our continued 
housing shortage is the high cost 
of building, which is largely due 
to two irrational impediments, 
namely, featherbedding and out­ 
moded building codes. 
“Spread the work” was an 
economic fallacy when first ad­ 
vocated; its offspring, “ feather­ 
bedding,” has become a national 
catastrophe. 
Certainly, 
there 
can be no excuse for either—not 
even a remotely probably 
ex­ 
cuse—at a time of full employ­ 
ment and high wages. 
Against all this is the possibil­ 
ity that the machine can be 
speeded up to become a health 
m enace to the man who works 
at it. That is true. The sam e is 
also true of h a b itu ates, which 
kindly aid sleep and also kill. 
The 
problem 
then 
is one 
of 
sound engineering and psychia­ 
try rather than strikes. At what 
point does the speed-up become 
a health menace? That ought to 
be determ inable on some other 
basis than featherbedding. When 
a labor union reduces production 
arbitrarily, 
without 
acceptable 
evidence that health is menaced 
by the speed-up, it is encourag­ 
ing featherbedding 
and there­ 
fore menacing the welfare of the 
United States.
